A FUTURE FOR GAS IN ALBERTA 

That gas has in it a great future as 
an asset in the province in the feasi¬ 
bility of its being piped for consump- 
.tion in Eastern Canada is not alto¬ 
gether a dream of exaggerated 
imagination. The National Petroleum 
News considers the project feasible 
according to engineering data. Al- 
berta, it says, has • two-mile dead line 
strip entirely around it, over which 
no pipe line carrying gas can be laid. 
Alberta probably has more gas than 
any similar area in the world. At this 
time the Calgary Gas Co. is not sup¬ 
plying the city of Calgary with suffi¬ 
cient gas, according to its newspapers, 
The gas company tqade a trade for gas 
from the Medicine Hat district, but 
for some reason that deal has been 
blocked. The Calgary refinery being 
erected by the Imperial Oil Ltd; (the 
Standard of Canada) at a cost of $2,- 
500,000, when completed, will certainly 
Ufe gas instead of $3 oil under ltd 
Stills. The Imperial has five large ga i 
wells in the Wainwright district east 
of Edmonton. If it pipes gas to Cal-* 
gary for its own use, a distance of 
about 140 miles, it w^ll probably sup¬ 
ply Calgary with the’sffortage mJb- 
tioned above. In that event, eastern 
Canadian capitalists' assert that ait 
effort will be made to have the two- 
mile dead-line strip abrogated or de¬ 
clared unconstitutional, so that the 
gas now available in southeast Alberts 
ean be pipgd through the province^ 
and towns all the way to Toronto. 1 
Engineering data not only show the 
project feasible, but show the popula¬ 
tion of each township on both sides of 
the pipe line for a distance of 24 miles, 
which, owing to the long cold seasons 
would require more than two bigf 
trunkl ines to supply fuel gas.—Leth¬ 
bridge Herald. 

ALBERTA’S OIL RESOURCES 

While drilling operations conducted 
in the potential petroleum areas of 
Western Canada have not been at¬ 
tended so far. by any marked success, 
operators are by no means discour¬ 
aged, and present indications point to 
a prosecution of the search through¬ 
out the coming season, with as much 
diligeqee as ever. While Imperial Oil^ 
Limited, has been the leading oper¬ 
ator, smaller groups and syndicates in 
increasing number are taking a hand 
in this pioneer work. On the pros¬ 
pects of the Southern Alberta field, M, 
S. Wolfe & Co. have the following td 
say in their current market letter: 

The importance of the Alberta oil 
fields is growing daily from a geolog¬ 
ical standpoint. A geologist who has 
made a thorough study of the south¬ 
ern Alberta district states as followed 
"One point grows increasingly clear: 
Far from facing world oil exhaustion,! 
the oil industry is merely on the 
threshold of a glorious future.” In 
that future Canada seems destined to 
play a conspicuous part, according to 
the same source. A bulletin issued by 
a business bureau recently said: “The 
attention of oil men the world over is 
being centred on the Alberta field. 
The American oil fields have pushed 
steadily northward through Wyoming 
and Montana, and the Imperial Oil 
Ompany, on the advice of its geolo¬ 
gists, not only has an extensive drill¬ 
ing program under way near the inter¬ 
national boundary but is planning to 
increase the scope of its operations. 
In fact, It Is following the famous 
rock formation of Colorado, Wyoming 
and Montana along the whole length 
as It extends to the international line 
to the Artie rone. Oil has been found 
in this formation in the far north. It 
has been found immediately south of 
the boundary. While the company is 
tapping at intermediate points all 
along the formation, the most energy 
Is being shown in the boundary coun¬ 
try.” 

One reason why the session at Ed¬ 
monton has been so unduly stretched 
out is possibly the (tesire of the mem¬ 
bers to show that they are worth the 
amount of the indemnity paid them in 
tits arduous and long hours occasioned. 


One of the last sets of the house 
before the entry of the - lieutenant- 
governor Saturday afternoon was'to 
authorize alterations in the Alberta 
Election act, these to eut down as fair 
as possible the cost of the plebiscite to 
be taken this year on the subject of 
liquor registration, and for which pur¬ 
pose $225,000 was voted Friday. These 
changes which were recommended by 
John D. Hunt, law clerk of the legis¬ 
lature, will eliminate the house to 
house canvass in numeration work. 
Instead enumerators will be provided 
with lists of the last provincial elec¬ 
tion which will be brought up to date 
by means of the ordinary rules of re¬ 
vision. L 

EASY MARKS 

German marks are being sold by 
Toronto street peddlers at 50 cents a 
thousand and the public are buying 
them, although the market price is 
about five oents a thousand. 

German marks are now being ship¬ 
ped into Canada by the bale and it is 
stated that some of the steamship 
agents are the people who are bring¬ 
ing them. A local banker states that 
Toronto alone has already contributed 
$500,000 to the treasury of Germany 
by purchase of the German mark, 
which lack even the utility of wall 
paper.

WajKn maki% the rentWIfc the mem¬ 
ber for Bow River made, they cannot 
be entirely disproven. The western 
farmer is receiving too little for Sis 
produce and paying too much for bis 
requirements. Therein lies the crux 
of the economic dilemma in which the 
west is placed. The railway coni- 
panies, grain brokers, elevator com¬ 
panies, insurance companies, lake 
shippers and ocean shippers, all have 
to be assured of a substantial profit 
These companies contend they are en¬ 
titled to a percentage above their 
operating cost. That the original pro¬ 
ducer may be entitled to the same pri¬ 
vilege does not seem to enter theta* 
heads. The manufacturing companies 
who supply the farmers with the ne¬ 
cessities of life and of farm operation 
work on a like basis of cost price plus 
a percentage of profit, and only too 
often the tariff is included in their 
‘cost price.” The producer is the man 
who “holds the sack” for all this. The 
result has been that, while the west 
raises the greatest crop in its history, 
prosperity is absent. They are “kill¬ 
ing the goose that laid the golden 

egg." ^ 

Albertan: The revelation at Ottawa 
that the Canadian National Marine, 
which was organized to protect the 
interests of the Canadian people, by 
the Canadian government, at a cost of 
$76,000,000, had joined the combina¬ 
tion of the exploiters of the Canadian 
people, has caused consternation and 
/ery great annoyance. It would be 
very much the same as if the govern¬ 
ment had joined with some new form 
of extortioners who were living out 
of excessive profits from the Canadian 
people. We spend money on the one 
hand to provide a steamship service 
to save us from the exploiters and 
then find that the service itself has be¬ 
come the cornerstone of the exploita¬ 
tion. The manner of exploitation is 
plain enough. Hero is one instance. 
When there was no cattle trade be¬ 
tween Canada and Great Britain, due 
to the embargo on British cattle, the 
ocean rate on Canadian cattle was $15. 
But when trade promised to be worth 
while due to the removal of the em¬ 
bargo, the rate jumped * to $22.50. 
And instead of the Canadian merchant 
marine being theme to give assistance, 
we find that it was right there with 
the financial exploiters of the country, 
ft is a painful business. 

Bassano Mail: W. M. Davidson, 
M.L.A. for a Calgary constituency/ 
must be given credit for being a con¬ 
scientious and courageous legislator. 
(Of all the members in the provincial 
house he was the only one to take a 
step towards reducing the sessional 
indemnities. He introduced a bill td 
lower the indemnity from $2,000 to 
$1,500. It may be that the members 
of the provincial legislature are not 
overpaid at $2,000 a year. But in the 
face of prevalent conditions that 
$2,000 for two months attention to thd 
affairs of state looks to be quite a 
sum. There are thousands of farmers 
and hundreds of business men who 
have worked zealously for a full year 
for considerably less. The majority of 
the people in Alberta feel that the 
expenses of government are too high. 
The political system planned for a 
population of a couple of million, is' 
top heavy. Davidson’s endeavor to 
reduce the indemnity will receive the 
approval of the people. He is a man 
whose feet are not made of clay. 

Strathmore Standard: It is stated 
that some local people, while they 
preach buying at home, do not prac¬ 
tice it. A number of local dealers 
last year participated in a campaign 
to encourage buying at home, but' 
there is no use handing out advice to 
the other fellow unless you practice it 
yourself. Progressive dealers locally 
have cut their price* until now they 
are equal to, if not less, than the 
prices quoted by the city or depart¬ 
ment stores, as can be seen by com¬ 
paring ad. prices, and they are getting 
their reward in increased business. 
But in some homes a superstition still 
obtains that a thing must be better 
because it comes from a distance. This 
is only a superstition as has been 
proved time and again, but it has its 
effect, and diverts a considerable 
amount of business.

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CORN FOR SILAGE 

The growing of silage crops has be¬ 
come more general in Western Canada 
during the past year or two, and one 
of the crops which is best suited to 
this purpose is com. Over a large por¬ 
tion of the southern half of the three 
provinces corn can be grown profita¬ 
bly and, in any but very exceptional 
years will yield good crops of fodder. 
TTie average yield of the field lots of 
ensilage com for the past ten years 
on the Experimental Farm at Indian 
Head is almost ten tons per acre. The 
variety which suits our conditions 
best, yield and maturity considered, is 
North Western Dent Other varieties 
may be more adapted to some dis¬ 
tricts, but for silage purposes and 
average conditions this variety is 
very suitable, as it gives a fairly good 
yield of fodder and will usually be 
sufficiently mature to make a first- 
class quality of silage. 

Ground which would otherwise be 
summerfallowed is entirely suitable 
for growing com. The method of pre¬ 
paration which appears to give the 
best results is that of manuring and 
ploughing the ground the preceding 
fall. This gives an increased yield 
over spring ploughing. The spring 
growth of wieds can then be killed by 
cultivation before the com is sown, 
and the harrowing just after the corn 
is up will also destroy a large number 
of weeds. The date of seeding which 
gives the best yeilds appears to be 
from the 20th to the end of May. 
Later seeding than this decreases the 
yield considerably. Various methods 
of planting the com are followed, and 
all have their advocates.' Check-row- 
jng, qr planting iri hills three feet 
apart each way, permits of killing the 
weeds with very little necessity for 
hand labor, the ordinary two-row cul¬ 
tivator being able to destroy all but a 
small percentage of the weeds. A 
com planter is necessary for the 
check- planting, and this is the most 
satisfactory implement to use even if 
the com is planted in rows, as the 
amount of seed can be regulated ac¬ 
curately. and, in most cases, a sub¬ 
stantial saving of seed can be made 
by its use. Three to five seeds per 
hill will be found sufficient. In sow¬ 
ing in drills, the drills should be three 
feet apart and the drill regulated to 
drop, as nearly as possible, one seed 
every six inches in the drill. It is de¬ 
sirable to harrow the com as it is 
coming up as this does not injure it 
materially and will destroy thousands 
of small weeds. The number of culti¬ 
vations required will depend largely 
on the weed growth, but usually three 
thorough cultivations will bt sufficient 
to keep down the weeds and promote 
the best development of the crop. The 
com will make the best quality of 
silage if allowed to grow until the 
kernels have reached the firm dough 
stage, or a little past the time when 
the ears are suitable for roasting. 
The best implement for cutting the 
crop is, of course, the com binder, and, 
by a number of neighbours clubbing 
together, the individual cost of the ( 
machine can be greatly reduced.

THE LIQUOR BALLOT 


The following is the form for the 
ballot that will be submitted to the 
electors of the province some time 
during the coming summer or fall on 
the liquor issue, which is the burning 
question now before the people and 
on which the legislature spent prac¬ 
tically the whole of last week. Mr. 
Brownlee had previously stated in the 
debate that it would be a sorry day for 
the province if the people voted in 
favor of any system whiph would 
allow the sale of beer in public places, 
and he made a determined stand to 
have the committee’s report so far as 
question “D” is concerned amended so 
that the B. C. plan would be placed on 
the ballot instead of the Quebec plan. 

A—Prohibition, meaning thereby a 
continuance and development of the 
present liquor legislation, that is, 
meaning the abolition of the-sale of 
all liquors exception for strictly medi¬ 
cinal, sacramental, manufacturing and 
scientific purposes. 

B—Liensed Sale of Beer, meaning 
thertby the sale of beer in licensed 
hotels and other premises as provided 
in the proposed Temperance Act. 

C—Government Sale of Beer, mean¬ 
ing thereby the sale of beer by author¬ 
ized government vendors for consump¬ 
tion in private residences under gov¬ 
ernment control and regulations, other 
liquors to be sold throughout by doc¬ 
tor’s prescriptions for medicinal pur¬ 
poses. 

D—Government Sale of All Liquors, 
meaning thereby the sale of all liquors 
by or through government vendors, 
beer to be consumed on licensed pre¬ 
mises and in private residences; wines 
and spirits to be purchased in limited 
quantities, under permit issued by the 
government under government control 
and regulations. -n- 

Mrs. Nellie McClung, Liberal mem¬ 
ber for Edmonton, made a strong 
fight to have the Attorney General’s 
amendment accepted, but when Sam 
Brown, Farmer member for High 
River, who was in the chair, as deputy 
speaker, put the amendment the 
volume of noes was so strong that he 
didn’t consider a standing vote neces¬ 
sary.

1“ this 
connection Dr. A. F. Messinger of Cal¬ 
gary, a doctor of Chiropractic, and a 
brother of Dr. C. E. Messinger, pro¬ 
minent chiropractor of Calgary, who, 
is very well known • throughout the 
province will open an office in High 
River and Vulcan in order to look 
after many patients in the locality | 
who cannot find the time to go to Cal¬ 
gary. Elsewhere an announcement 1 
appears in this paper giving parti-1 
culars of office hours in High River. J 
After July 1, 1923, all*chiropractors I 
must be registered. A resident chiro- j 
praetor, to qualify, must have been 
resident for at least one year before 
the passing of the act, and must hold 
a diploma showing at least two six- 
month courses in a resident school of 
chiropractic, must be of good moral 
character, and over the age of 21. 

Persons entering the profession 
from places other than Alberta must 
show educational standars equal to 
Grade I, of Alberta, a chiropractic 
diploma from a school where he has 
taken three six-month terms in resi¬ 
dence with a total study time of 2,400 | 
hours, of which he must have attended 
in 90 per cent, in Alberta subjects; 
must be over 21, and of good moral 
character. The applican is to be ex¬ 
amined to ascertain his general know¬ 
ledge as a chiropractor, and in ana¬ 
tomy, physiology and historogy, che¬ 
mistry, sanitary science and hygiene. 1 
general diagnosis, pathology and bac¬ 
teriology, and the principles and prac¬ 
tice of chiropractic treatment. A fee 
of $00 is required for registration, and 
certificates are renewable annually. 1 
Provisions are made for disciplining

The registered chiropractor must 
describe himself as “doctor of chiro¬ 
practic” or in some other way which 
will make it clear that he is not a doc¬ 
tor of medicine or surgery, and he 
shall use no drugs nor treat venereal 
or other communicable disease, per- 
forrii any surgical operation, nor prac¬ 
tice obstetrics or osteopathy.

GRADE FIELD SEEDS 


The Seed Control Act, administered 
by the Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa, is undergoing amendment at 
the present session of Parliament. 
The amending bill, after receiving the 
approval of the Agricultural Commit¬ 
tee, has had its second reading in the 
House of Commons. The original act 
provides for the compulsory grading 
only of timothy, alsike, red clover, and 
alfalfa. The grades of these seeds re¬ 
cognized are “Extra No. 1”, “No. 1", 
“No. 2”, “No. 3”, and “Rejected”. The 
amended act will extend compulsory 
grading to all kinds of grass and 
clover seed, flax, sorghum, millet, 
wheat, oats, barley, rye, com, buck¬ 
wheat, sunflower, field peas, field 
beans, and vetches. Provision is made 
for including seeds of other kinds of 
farm crops. The bill also provides for 
the optional grading for commerce of 
field roots and garden vegetable seeds. 
Farmers selling seed on their own pre¬ 
mises will not be required to grade 
seed grain. Grass seed and clover 
-eed, however, sold from the farm 
must have been officially tested and 
graded on the basis of a control sam¬ 
ple.

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FIRE CASE 

Citlaen Flnsd for Violation of Town 
By-Law 

At the Police Court last Saturday 
a ctee wan heard that should interest 
all residents of the town. A citizen 
appeared to answer to a charge laid 
against him of burning rubbish in his 
yard. He pled guilty to the charge of 
violating the town by-law No. 16. The 
Justice presiding took into considera¬ 
tion this was the first time a convic¬ 
tion had been sought for violation of 
this fire by-law and fined the accused 
the minimum fine allowed by law with¬ 
out costs, but gave warning that fut¬ 
ure cases would be more severely dealt 
with. The by-law referred to is as 
follows: “It shall not be lawful for 
any person by himself or another to 
bum any rubbish in the Town of Vul¬ 
can except in an incinerator with a 
tight cover, and said incinerator while 
being used for the burning of rubbish 
shall be under the personal supervi¬ 
sion of some person until the fire has 
burned down. No rubbish shall be 
burned in an incinerator after the 
hour of 4 p.m.” 

INTERESTING CASE 

Local Man Not Within The Law on 
Two Counts 

* A case was heard at the Police 
Court last week which should be of 
interest. The A. P. P. was the in¬ 
formant. Oth Digner appeared to 
answer t otwo charges, the first for 
contravention of the Motor- Vehicle 
act by operating a car upon the public 
highway without having first obtained 
a 1923 license. To this tfit accused 
pled guilty and was fined, a sum pro¬ 
portioned to the license of the car used 
and to the time from which a license 
should have been obtained. 

To the second charge of having un¬ 
lawfully pursued the calling of a ped¬ 
dler without first obtaining the ne¬ 
cessary license for 1923 the accused 
entered a plea of not guilty, claiming 
that he was not a peddler in that he 
did not make delivery of the goods, 
simply took orders for them. On the 
, definition df “peddler” as stated by 

^*^Ke statute having been read to him, 
and having admitted having sold 
goods that clearly brought him under 
the statute, he changed his plea to 
that of guilty, and was fined, with the 
usual costs. 

The A. P. P. have been instructed to 
prosecute any one operating a car 
without a license, therefore it is advi¬ 
sable for all operating a car without 
having the necessary license to be 
governed by the result of this case 
and to understand that in future the 
Justice will assess the fine in propor¬ 
tion to the amount of the license fee 
and the date from which it should 
' have been obtained.
